Services Receive $100,- 
000,000 in PWA Funds 


A total of approximately $100,000,000 
was allotted to the Army and Navy from 
relief funds this week for construction at 


Army posts and naval stations, making 
possible the replacement of many old 
war-time barracks and quarters and | 


much needed technical improvements at 
air fields and navy yards, 

As revealed in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL last week, the War Department 
received $45,000,000 from the VDublic 
Works Administration and nearly a third 
that much again from the Works Prog 
ress Administration while the Navy De 
partment received the $27,883,000) pro 
gram approved last week and a supple 


mental allotment of $1,095,000, The 
Works Progress Administration also 


made allotments to the Navy Department 
totaling $9,100,000. 

About half of the Navy allotment, it 
was said, will provide additional housing, 
hospitalization and = storage facilities, 
while the remainder consists of improve 
ments in construction facilites at navy 
yards. In view of the Army’s great need 
for modern barracks and quarters, how 
ever, fully 80 per cent of the War Depart 
ment’s $60,000,000 allotments will provide 


housing, the remainder going into han 
gars and store-houses. 
The allotments made this week from 


the relief appropriation, it was said, con 
stitute the bulk of what the Services may 
expect from the PWA and WPA. liow 
ever, additional smaller sums will follow. 
The War Department expects an addi 
tional five million dollars from the PWA 
next week, and the Navy may receive 
more from this source later. The WPA 
allotments announced this week are only 
part of what that agency will spend at 
Army and Navy stations. In addition to 
the 24 millions turned over directly to 
the War and Navy Departments by 
the WPA Director Hopkins, the State 
WPA directors will spend part of their 
relief funds on Army and Navy projects.

Full Pay Study Before 
Action, Says President 


President Roosevelt, in disapproving a 
bill to increase the longevity pay of war- 
rant officers of the Army, made it clear 
this week that all classes of service per- 
sonnel must be considered together in the 
formulation of any equitable pay system. 

“The pay system of the armed 
vices,” the President stated, “can be es 
tablished on a proper and equitable basis 
only through consideration of the require 
ments of all classes of personnel.” 

This statement is particularly signifi 
cunt in view of the fact that the serv! :es 
are in the process of organizing an inter- 
departmental study of the pay of enlisted 
men. This study was asked for by the 
Senate Military Committee at the in- 
stance of the Regular Veterans Associa 
tion. The War Department has appointed 
Brig. Gen. Lorenzo IT). Gasser, USA, as 
sistant chief of staff G-1, as its represent 
ative on this interdepartmental commit 
tee and has notified the Navy of its selec- 
tion. The Navy, which has been awaiting 
the War Department's move before tak- 
ing any action, has not yet appointed its 
representative. 

While the Senate committee asked for 
a study and recommendations concerning 
only the pay of enlisted men, it is quite 
probable, particularly in view of the 
President’s announced stand on the ques 
tion, that the study will be hr oadened to 
cover all classes of service personnel, 

Meanwhile the Navy is endeavoring to

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Age-in-Grade Retiring 
Plan Meets GS Favor 


Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1, said this week that 
the “revitalization of the promotion list” 
study which has been underway in the 
General Staff is being whipped into final 
shape and from present indications will 
recommend institution of forced attrition 
by an age-in-grade retirement law. 

Declaring that the War Department ts 
not yet ready to make an announcement 
of the results of the personnel study and 
has not as yet abandoned the considera- 
tion of other plans for increasing attri 
tion in the field grades, General Gasser 
said: 

“There must be forced attrition. That 
is clear. We are increasing the officer 
strength and officers coming in at the bot 
tom are promoted at stated intervals up 
to captain, with stagnation thereafter. 
In our study we have considered all pos 
sible ways of increasing elimination in 
the fleld grades and the institution of 
an age-in-grade forced retirement provi 
sion appears to be the only answer. 

“We have not eliminated the possibility 
of selection altogether but it looks as 
though we will propose a retirement law 


with fixed retirement ages. Under the 
conditions existing in the Army, with 


such a diversification of duties, any at 
tempt to eliminate on the basis of effi 
ciency would lead to endless difficulties 
and inevitably result in favoritism. The 
Army wouldn't want it. Age-in-grade re- 
tirement seems the only fair—-or at least 
the fairest—way.” 

The G-1 head explained that his oppo 
sition to elimination based on efficiency 
had reference only to forced elimination 
of capable officers, No change is contem 
plated in the existing Class B system, he 
declared, that law being deemed suflicient 
to rid the Army of the inefficient officer, 
despite the absence of any Class B retire 
ments during the past year or two. 

Asked us to other possible means of In 
creasing attrition, such as permitting 
more voluntary retirements and tighten 
ing up on physical examinations, General 
Gasser said that more retirements under 
the 15 to 20 year retirement law might be 
expected, After the World War group 
reached the 23-year pay period, he said, 
there should be a considerably larger 
number of such applications for retire- 
ment. While practically all requests 
under this law have heretofore been de 
nied, the G-1 chief said that he expected 
that they would be permitted in the fu 
ture, administrative authorities deciding 
in each case as to whether acceptance of 
the retirement application would be in 
the interests of the Government or not 
As to retirements for physical disability, 
General said he considered that 
the annual medical examinations are 
quite rigid at present and that he did not 
see any likelihood of increasing attrition 
by this means, 

The question of what limitation 
should be fixed for each grade is still be 
ing studied, it was stated, with many fac 
tors complicating the picture. Whatever 
uge-in-grade law is decided upon, the 
General stated, it will be a hard and fast

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3rd Army Maneuvers in August 

The Third Army, commanded by Maj. 
Gien. George Van Horn Moseley, will take 
the field in early August in the largest 
scule maneuvers ever held in the United 
States in peace time involving all of its 
Regular Army and National Guard units 
and many of its Reserve officer personnel. 
Ine to the great dispersion of these units 

the Third Army includes all troops in 
the Fourth and Eighth Corps Areas and 
is in effect the Army of the South—there 
will be several concentration points for 
the exercises, 

The main concentration, comprising the 
troops of the Fourth Corps Area, will 
take place in the DeSoto National Forest 
in Mississippi during the period July 31 
to August 14 and will involve a total of 
29,499 officers and men, including 5712 
from the Regular Army, 19,337 from the 
National Guard and 1450 Reserve offi- 
cers. 

Troops from the Kighth Corps Area 
will be concentrated at several points, 
the principal one being in the Camp Bullis 
aurea near San Antonio, Texas. Here, dur- 
ing the period August 6-20 will be = as- 
sembled 26,208 officers and men from 
units stationed in that general area, 

Another concentration from August 1- 
at ft. Francis bk. Warren in Wyoming 
will comprise 7,080 officers and men; one 
aut Ft. Bliss, near El Paso, Texas, from 
August 13-25, of 4,289 officers and men; 
while a fourth assembly will take place 
during the same dates at Ft. Huachuea, 
Arizona, involving troops to the number 
of 2,447. 

As will be seen from the above, 66,523 
officers and men of the Third Army will 
receive field training at the various con- 
centrations, the largest assembly of 
troops in a single related maneuver that 
has ever taken place in our peace-time 
history.

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ROA Favors Inactive Duty Pay 

The annual convention of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United States 
elected Col. Stephen A. Park, Inf.-Res., 
as president of the Association, and 
passed several important resolutions at 
the Cleveland meeting, June 19-22, Prob- 
ably the most important was one recom- 
mending a $50 a year uniform allowance 
for each of the first three years of an offi- 
cers’ commissioned service. The adop- 
tion of this resolution meets the approval 
of a large number of Reserve Officers who 
have felt for some time that young offi- 
cers, newly graduated from the ROTC 
units of colleges and universities, are un- 
duly handicapped by the necessity of a 
personal outlay for uniforms, especially 
in view of the strained economic condi- 
tions. 

In another major recommendation, 
the ROA went on record as advocating 
pay for credits earned in inactive duty 
training. The resolution reads, “Be re- 
solved by this association that members 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps who are 
eligible for active duty will be given an 
allowance of $1.00 for each hour of cred- 
its earned in Army Extension Courses, 
and other forms of inactive duty training 
in qualifying for promotion to the next 
higher grades; provided that such al- 
lowances shall apply only to inactive duty 
credits earned in excess of the annual 
ninimum of 20 hours required for main- 
taining active duty status, and shall not 
exceed $75.000 in any one year; and fur- 
ther, that such inactive duty credits shall 
not be cumulative, from one year to suc- 
ceeding years.” 

Other resolutions adopted recommend 
the following: a Regular Army of not less 
than 14,659 officers and 180,000 men; a 
National Guard of 210,000 men and a 
proportionate number of officers ; an Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps of 120,000 active and 
available reserve officers; active duty 
training for 14 day periods for all active 
and eligible officers; annual active duty 
training of a sufficient number of the re- 
serve corps to provide a cadre of quali- 
fied specialists required for performing 
the organizational, administrative and 
training functions incident to mobiliza- 
tion of reserve units; extension of the 
ROTC to provide for the establishment of 
a junior unit in every secondary school 
and a senior unit in every college or uni- 
versity, to the end that a minimum of 
8,000 students will be graduated annually 
from the senior units and become eligible 
for commissions in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. 





Other Resolutions 
Further resolutions urged that a mini- 
mum of 1,000 second lieutenants be 
trained for one year with the Regular 
Army (Thomason Act), and that 10 per 
cent of these be selected annually for 
Permanent commission in the Regular 
Army; a CMTC of 50,000 annually ; sup- 
port of the annual rifle and_ pistol 
matches; continued modernization of 
arms and equipment, including mechani- 
zation and motorization : necessary im- 
provements in the coast defenses to in- 
care protection of our coasts and terri- 
torial possessions against naval and air 
attack ; continuance of program to obtain 
4 Navy second to none, with sufficient of- 
ficers and men to fully man the ships and 
stations and fulfillment as rapidly as pos-

ROA is a volunteer reserve component, 
morale and prestige would be impaired 
by the Association going on record as re- 
questing pay for services rendered. It 
was proposed that the whole question be 
dropped for another year, but the Con- 
vention felt that nothing would be gained 
by pigeon-holing the resolution. 
Split on Uniform Allowance 

Then came the point of just how the 
uniform allowances and inactive duty pay 
would be handled. Here the convention 
ran into four separate proposals. Orig- 
inally it was proposed that inactive duty 
pay would provide the necessary uniform 
allowance. Another proposition was that 
a flat uniform allowance be made for the 
first three years of an officer’s commis- 
sioned service and thereafter a lesser al- 
lowance, a third proposal was that inac- 
tive duty credit hours should be paid for 
as outlined above, but limited the amount 
paid to an officer in any one year to $50.00. 
Another proposal was that a flat uniform 
allowance be made to all reserve officers. 
The result, as seen in the first two reso- 
lutions outlined, was a compromise be- 
tween the plans. The ROA is now en- 
gaged in tabulating the results of the 
convention into a comprehensive national 
policy to be followed for the ensuing year. 

ROA Officials said this week that they 
felt that a great many more reserve offi- 
cers will retain their commissions if the 
legislation providing for such payments 
ean be enacted. A bill to carry out the 
recommendation will probably be intro- 
duced at the next session of Congress, 
It is felt that such payments will not be 
regarded by the reserve officers as pay- 
ment for services, but more in the light 
of recognition of their part in the national 
defense scheme, 

Election of Officers 

Colonel Park, of Milwaukee, the new 
president of the Association, was 
formerly senior vice president and ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Wisconsin De- 
partment. The new senior vice president 
is Col. Edward 8S. Bres, Engr.-Res., of 
New Orleans, formerly first vice presi- 
dent. 

Maj. James S. Robinson, Inf.-Res., of 
Cincinnati, and Capt. Harold J. Baum 
were elected vice presidents, as was Capt. 
Ramon R. Guas, Inf.-Res., of San Juan, 
Puerto Rico. Lt. Col. William P. Wattles, 
Sig.-Res. was reelected national secre- 
tary. His assistant, Lt. John C. Kelly, 
Inf.-Res. was also reelected. The Con- 
vention reelected Maj. Milton A. Lehr, 
Fin.-Res., of Washington, D. C., as 
treasurer and Capt. Stanley F. Brewster, 
JAG-Res., also of Washington, was re- 
elected as judge advocate. Lt. Col. Rich- 
ard O. McRae, Ch.-Res., of Indianapolis, 
was named chaplain and Lt. Col. Fred B. 
Ryons, Engr.-Res., of Hoadly, Va., was 
reelected historian. Col. John C, Dallen- 
bach, Med.-Res., was named surgeon. 

Next year’s convention will be held at 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, the exact date to 
be announced later. The Puerto Rican 
legislature has appropriated $10,000 to 
help finance the meeting. Capt. Ramon 
R. Gaus, Inf.-Res., of Puerto Rico, was 
greatly instrumental in bringing the 
1939 convention to the island. 

Col. William B. Rosevear, jr., FA-Res., 
retiring president of the ROA, went out 
of office with the membership of the ROA 
at the highest peak in history, 35,300 
members being enrolled, 300 above the 
goal set for this year. 

Delegates Welcomed 

One of the best attended conventions 
on record, more than 300 delegates and 
their wives and guests gathered at con- 
vention headquarters. Capt. Harold H. 
Burton, Inf.-Res., Mayor of Cleveland, Lt. 
Col. William H. Hamrick, QM-Res., pres- 
ident of the Ohio Department, Maj. Rob- 
ert J. Thoman, Dent.-Res., president of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
5th Corps Area, and Maj. R. H. Jamison, 
FA-Res., president of the Cleveland 
chapter, greeted the delegates and ex- 
pressed the pleasure of Ohio and of 
Cleveland in entertaining the group. 

Maj. Gen. William Bb. Cole, command- 
ing the 5th Corps Area, Mayor Harold 
Burton and Col. Rosevear spoke, June 
21, followed by Rep. John McSweeney, of 
Ohio, who made the principal address, At 
noon, a lunchecn was held in honor of 
Brig. Gen. E. 8S. Hartshorn, USA, Execu- 
tive for Reserve Affairs at the War De- 





partment. 

On Tuesday night, the annual banquet 
was held, followed by the military ball. 
Wednesday morning, the convention 
wound up its work with the report of the 
nominating committee, the election of 
officers and the installation of officers. 

Colonel Rosevear’s Report 

Colonel Rosevear, retiring president, in 
his report to the Association on the work 
accomplished in the past year cited the 
great growth in military consciousness 
occasioned by the existence of the Na- 
tional Guard and the Reserve Officers’ 
Corps and said that today the United 
States is in much better position to mobi- 
lize quickly than it was at the inception 
of the World War. This has been due, he 
said, to the fact that the United States 
Army has built up a large civilian com- 
ponent which has made known to the peo- 
ple of America phases of national de- 
fense heretofore unknown by the mass of 
the population. 

In reference to the proposal to estab- 
lish a “West Point of the Pacific Coast,” 
he said that there was “considerable 
merit” in the proposal, and declared that 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps should have a 
strength of 120,000 to 150,000 officers, 
“reasonably trained, equipped and other- 
wise prepared for mobilization.” 

“This is vital from a military view- 
point,” he continued, “and more signifi- 
cant, from the standpoint of statesman- 
ship in Washington, the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps is the means by which an informed 
public opinion can be maintained, it is 
the means by which our national defense 
can be kept in the hands of the people 
as a bulwark against unwise and hasty 
action, as assurance of a_ cool-headed 
and enduring national defense.” 

He went on to say that the War De- 
partment appreciated the action of the 
Reserve officers in formulating their own 
program and expressed his approval of 
the Association’s stand against having 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps run by a goy- 
ernment bureau in Washington.

Of great interest to the survivors of the 
War between the States, present as the 
guests of the United States, and of the 
thousands of visitors is the Army display, 
which includes the automobile used by 
General Pershing in France, A platoon 
from the 15th Engineer Regiment, Ft. 
Belvoir, Va., is maintaining a model camp 
at the exhibit, which is in charge of Capt. 
Thomas N. Stark, Inf. An important fea- 
ture of the exhibit is the transportation 
display, which comprises many types of 
mobile nnits of the Army. A mobile water 
purification plant is in operation. 

Artillery in the exhibit includes a 155- 
millimeter gun trailer-tractor unit from 
It.

sideration of the pay schedules of enlisteg 
men and officers. The pay system of the 
armed services can be established on a proper 
and equitable basis only through considerg- 
tion of the requirements of all classes of per- 
sonnel. Legislation such as the instant bij 
which would grant pay increases to a par. 
ticular class of individuals and which is not 
in accord with the views of the War Depart- 
ment is considered without sufficient merit 
to warrant my approval. If the purpose of 
the bill be to correct a situation of pay stag. 
nation in the warrant-officer grade, then the 
present bill is without merit over existing 
law since it would not provide any further 
increases after twenty years’ service. If its 
purpose be to afford a higher pay to warrant 
officers of the active list, I am constrained to 
withhold approval because I do not favor 
such increases without regard to the com- 
pensation provided by existing law for en- 
listed men and officers of the Army.

THE RETIRED LIST OF THE ARMY will be graced by the accession to it 
within the next few months of the last of the officers who were members of the bril- 
liant staff of the AEF. They are Major General Fox Conner, Commanding General 
of the 1st Corps Area, Major General Frank R. McCoy, Commanding General of the 
2nd Corps Area, and Major General George Van Horne Moseley, Commanding the 4th 
Corps Area, All three officers were born in the fall of 1874, all graduated from the 
U.S. Military Academy, all were on the initial General Staff list, and all are graduates 
of the Army War College. Of different temperaments and capacities, just as were 
the other members of General Pershing’s great Staff, each contributed in fine measure 
to the unified conduct of the World War which resulted in victory. On the scroll of 
history, the names of all these men appear in letters of gold. As Chiefs of Staff were 
General McAndrews, forceful, effective, an organizer, who has passed to his fathers 
and General Harbord, who besides his professional attainments also has achieved 
foremost success in the business field as President, and, now, Chairman of the Board 
of the Radio Corporation of America; General McCoy, Deputy Chief of Staff, a 
student, a coordinator, a diplomat ; General Andrews, of great competence in handling 
the affairs of G-1; General Nolan, of whom General Pershing told President Wilson 
that no Commander-in-Chief in France had been served in intelligence as he had been 
by this officer; General Conner, G-3, a genius in planning the high strategy of the 
campaigns against the enemy; General Moseley, of wide vision and able in organiza- 
tion and in the thousand and one details of his section; General Malone and General 
Fisk, effective administrators of G-5, and General Davis, a peer in the office of Ad- 
jutant General. With these men, it was one for all and all for one, and the one was 
General Pershing and victory at the smallest possible price. Each was selected by 
General Pershing for his particular qualities, and while differences of viewpoint 
arose, there flowed from clash of opinion harmonious conduct and operation, and 
final obedience to the decision of the Commander-in-Chief. With the exception of 
General McAndrews, who passed away in France, the country is fortunate in having 
with it the men who so grandly represented it upon the French Battlefields. Time 
is bringing out in true perspective the achievements for which they were responsible. 
In their retirement, they know, as General Pershing has learned during his recent 
illness, that the Nation holds them in a special niche in its heart. 


NAVAL STRATEGY OF AN INTERESTING order is back of the latest agree- 
ment limiting the displacement of battleships to 45,000 tons. For the past seventeen 
years, the great Powers have been backing and filling about this type of vessel and 
its size. We had the Washington Treaty, which caused us to scrap tonnage that would 
have made the United States Fleet the most powerful upon the seas. We had the 
abortive disarmament conferences under the auspices of the League of Nations, the 


first London disarmament conference, and the second London disarmament con- 


ference, and now direct negotiation between Washington, London and Paris, has 


brought forth some further limitations. Looking back over the discussions of the 


past, we find a continuing resultant increase in the size of ships, and we would not be 
surprised should the discussions of the future effect a similar decision, At the outset 
of the latest negotiations, we took the position that there ought to be no limit at all 
on tonnage but suggested a limit of 18 inches on the guns, The ostensible reason for 
the removal of the tonnage limit was that we lacked comprehensive information as 
to Japan’s construction plans. Had we been franker we might have explained that we 
did not propose to be bound by restrictions that were modified or removed a short 
time after they went into effect. This is not to say that the nations agreeing to the 
restrictions were guilty of bad faith in seeking their alteration. Rapidly moving 
events forced their hands, and developments to come probably will have a like effect. 
The British Government preferred that battleship displacement be kept under 40,000 
tons, largely because with bases conveniently distributed about the world, they were 
more satisfactory for Empire defense. The United States without such bases needs 
vessels of long cruising range. France, concerned primarily in Europe, was and is 
perfectly willing to retain the 35,000 ton limit provided no Continental European 
Power exceeds it. By agreeing upon 45,000 tons and 16 inch guns, the British and 
French have compromised with us on the ground that we are in need of vessels of this 
size because of our great interest in the Pacific and possible developments arising 
out of Japan’s invasion of China. The indications are that in compensation for this 
compromise, we agreed not to exceed 35,000 tons for battleships already appropriated 





for. In our judgment, this concession should never have been granted. We should 
have taken into account our own interests solely, and have started construction to | 
the highest limit in order to make other nations realize that an armament race with 
us is expensive and cause them to take steps to bring about its termination, a goal | 
which is the earnest desire of the thoughtful administrators of the Navy. |

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Foreign Affairs—Because of the importance to general peace of the maintenance 
of the Chamberlain Ministry in power, Washington authorities have been watching 
with keen concern the developments which have been occurring in the British par- 
liament. Continuing bombardment and sinking of British merchantmen, which the 
Chamberlain Government has declined to protect, has provoked resentment which 
has increased with reports of new destruction. There was a time when London would 
have acted swiftly and forcefully in defense of her ships and seamen, but the Prime 
Minister has preferred to make protests to General Franco, whose airplanes are 
responsible for the damage wrought, and this being ineffective, to make appeal to 
Mussolini to use his influence with the Spanish rebel. Naturally, this latter step has 
increased Italian prestige and reduced that of Great Britain. Another incident 
damaging to Chamberlain’s power, was the appointment of a Court of Inquiry to 
examine a member of the House of Commons, Duncan’ Sandys, who is a son-in-law 
of Winston Churchill. Sandys is a Territorial Officer, and disclosed his possession of 
military information which the War Office described as secret. The Prime Minister 
admitted a mistake had been made, and the incident was closed, although its reper- 
cussions continue. While pursuing a peace at any price policy in Europe, the British 
and French Ministries have been acting with some sternness toward Japan, especially 
in connection with the design of that country to seize the island of Hainaan, which, 
separated from Kwangtung Province, faces the South China Sea on the East and the 
Gulf of Tongking on the West. Occupied as a base, Japanese fliers could continue 
to bombard Canton and oversee the railroad which connects French Indo-China with 
the Chinese Province of Yunnan. Because of its strategic position, the island further 
would be useful for the Japanese Navy in any future operations against French and 
British Asiatic possessions bordering on the Pacific, and the Dutch East Indies. It 
was a realization of these facts that caused the London and Paris Governments to 
make strong representations at Tokyo against its occupation of the Island. In a 
speech on the occasion of the laying of the corner stone for the New York World's 
Fair, the President made another declaration against war and commended to the 
rest of the world the Good Neighbor Policy which prevails in the Western Hemisphere. 
His speech is one of a series he and the Secretary of State and subordinate officials 
have been making, designed to produce a moral atmosphere throughout the world 


that will produce peace. 


Far Eastern Military Situation—No material changes in the disposition of Chinese 
and Japanese forces have occurred during the past week. Intensive fighting is taking 
place in the vicinity of Matang, 30 miles downstream from Hukow, which is on the 
northeastern shore of Lake Poyang. At Matang Chinese forces are endeavoring to 
defend the barrier placed in the Yangtze. The main effort of the Japanese appears 
to be directed toward an advance upstream to Kiukiang, 20 miles beyond Hukow, 
with three widely-spaced parallel columns farther north in support of the major 
effort. The heads of these three northern columns rest at Taihu, forty miles north 
of Hukow, at Liuan, ninety miles north of Taihu, and at a point seventy miles north- 
west of Liuan. All operations farther north have been suspended, due to the flood 
waters of the Yellow River, which have now extended over 170 miles beyond the 
original breaks in the dike to the town of Fowyang, on the Hwai River. 


Gettysburg Reunion—To the staff of the ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL preparing 
our forthcoming 75th Anniversary edition, the celebration now under way at 
Gettysburg holds particular interest, for our first issue came from the presses and 
went forth to a news hungry Army and Navy less than two months after the affair 
at Cemetery Ridge. The personal columns of the first issues of the ARMy AND Navy 
JournaL made frequent reference to the movements to hospitals and to homes of 
those wounded at Gettysburg. The battle was still the subject of frequent discussions : 
of General Meade’s problem of guarding Washington and guarding Baltimore as well 
as giving battle to the redoubtable General Lee, and of his failure to follow Lee’s 
withdrawal with a more crushing blow. As a matter of fact the ARMy AND Navy 
JourNat’s first official account of the battle was its publication of General Lee’s re- 
port, when it commented editorially, “We cannot close without thanking General Lee, 
in the name of history, for his report which clears up much that has hitherto been 
obscure. May we not hope that the reports of Generals Hooker and Meade will now 
be made public?” Looking back over the span of the ARMy AND Navy JourNaL we feel 
that this publication has played an important role in the history of the nation from 
whose rebirth we date our beginning and we look forward to many more years of 
service to the personnel of the Armed Forces who have stimulated the growth and 
made secure the progress of the United States. 


Expansion of Intelligence Services—Just how the Army and the Navy will employ 
funds which may be granted to them for anti-espionage activities in view of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's statement last week advocating the appropriation of more funds for 
military and naval intelligence is a matter of considerable conjecture by intelligence 
officers of both services. 

According to intelligence officers in Washington, the greater bulk of the present 
anti-esplonage activities of the Army and Navy have been carried on by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. However, it is conceded by most officers in Washington that 
an expanded intelligence corps in both services would be desirable. 

In any expansion of such facilities, however, officers are again agreed that the 
problem of specialization would be encountered, particularly in the Navy. In the sea 
service, an officer must either pursue a career of straight line work, or he must 
specialize. If he pursues straight line work, it follows that he must accept sea duty 
in the same manner as any other line officer. The development of a group of ex- 
perienced intelligence officers as envisioned in any expansion of present facilities, 
would very likely come in conflict with the Navy's policy of rotation and might force 
naval intelligence into the category of a special staff group or corps. There, accord- 
ing to officers, would be a stumbling block. If naval intelligence became a specialty, 
would there be enough room for ambitious officers to reach the higher grades? 

It is possible, say observers, that Army and Navy officers assigned to intelligence 
duty may be assigned to take special courses at the FBI school. At present naval 
officers attend this school, but only to study fingerprint work, according to the Navy 
Department. 

Anéther.problem that has been encountered thus far in intelligence work has 





been the lack of funds for military and naval attaches abroad, one of the main sourceg 
of information. In this connection it is well to note the comments of officers on this 
phase of operations. An officer assigned to attache duty should possess the following 
qualifications, among others, say these officers. He should be conversant with the 
design of ships or mechanized equipment and able to make accurate mental notes of 
what he sees and be able to collate his information into a comprehensive summary, 
He should be a linguist, a keen student of psychology and mass morale. He should be 
acquainted with the political set-up of the country in which he is living and be abie 
to estimate the calibre of its officers as strategists. This type work can only be ag. 
complished by getting out and mixing with the people of the country. Here enters the 
question of expense money for such activity. The great majority of officers have no 
funds of their own to enlist for such expenses, and therefore have to steer clear of 
posts requiring too much of an outlay, In these officers, a great many excellent ob. 
servers are lost. The general opinion is that there should be additional expense moneys 
allowed officers on this type duty. 

Through these attaches abroad, a great many espionage leaks in the United Stateg 
have been and are being uncovered, but, according to well informed officers, a great 
deal more could be accomplished along this line. 

The armed forces of the United States are unlike those of the majority of other 
nations with respect to espionage and anti-espionage branches. Most other nations 
have highly developed and centralized intelligence outfits, while in our services it ig 
a rotating duty. 

Intelligence officers of both services said this week that a more stable organiza. 
tion might produce better results, but also commented that it is more or less in con- 
flict with American ideals to too heavily emphasize the operation of espionage estab. 
lishments by the armed forces. 

The Navy’s greatest fear, according to officers, is sabotage. There is not so much 
fear of the loss of naval secrets as there is the apprehension against concerted and 
well informed sabotage in event of future hostilities. The “Black Tom” case during 
the World War is a perfect case of how enemies within the nation can work, and 
informed sources believe that the sabotage plans of other nations in the United 
States are much further advanced now than at any other time in the history of the 
country. 

An example of the close guard that the Navy is trying to keep over her facilities is 
the revelation that every officer and man at the Newport Torpedo Station was photo- 
graphed a short time ago, both individually and in groups. Official Navy photograph- 
ers from Washington, on a tour of Naval stations throughout the country made the 
pictures, it was said. Navy officials in Washington said that this was not an unusual 
procedure, but not since wartime days can a precedent be found for such mass 
photography. 

In the event that money is made available for an increase in anti-espionage work 
by officers of military and naval intelligence, the general consensus of observers is 
that it would follow the line of the creation of “career” corps of naval and military in- 
telligence experts, trained in the FBI schools and in post-graduate service anti- 
espionage schools. These operatives would be the coordinators for civilian counter- 
espionage agents, who would be planted in and around every major military and 
naval activity, to mingle and work with all classes of people and spot any person dis- 
playing too great an interest in or too great a knowledge of defense facilities. 

This of course would involve the creation of another specialty in both services, but 
many feel that the time has come when the United States will have to fight fire with 
fire and organize its espionage and anti-espionage activities to the same extent as 
other major powers. 





Test Oppositely Rotating Propellers—The War Department announces the success 
ful completion of recent tests conducted at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, of a highly 


interesting experiment involving oppositely rotating propellers installed on an Army 
single-seater fighter. 

The experimental employment of two propellers installed in tandem and rotating 
in opposite directions is not new. Historical records indicate such experiments as 
early as 1917, The early experiments demonstrated that the main advantages of the 
dual system could best be realized at high plane speeds. Since it was not until recent 
years that these high speeds, in excess of 300 m.p.h., had been attained, there was no 
necessity for the utilization of this system, Army engineers point out. 

The world’s absolute speed record of 440 m.p.h. made in 1984 by the Italian Mae 
chi-Castoldi 72, twin-float racing seaplane, with engines totaling 3,000 h.p., was estab- 
lished with oppositely rotating propellers. 

Army aeronautical engineers recently renewed interest in this system in an effort 
to increase the performance of small, single-seater fighter planes, and in order to real- 
ize certain design advantages these propellers make possible. The recent tests indl- 
cated that the main benefits to be gained by the use of the dual propeller over the 
single rotating propeller are the reduction in propeller diameter for equal power and 
the elimination of engine torque, all without loss of propeller efficiency at high speed. 
The tests demonstrated that when the horsepower of existing types of engines ip 
planes is increased even to double their present output, there will be no necessity for 
lengthening landing gears or increasing propeller diameters if these twin propellers of 
opposite rotation are employed. 

These experiments recently completed at Wright Field, the initial tests conducted 
on a modern type, high speed plane in this country, were described as particularly 
significant in view of the requirements of the immediate future of high speed fighters 
and interceptor military types and are in line with the present trend in ever-increa® 
ing horsepower output for aeronautical engines.

peel tapenade by the Signal Corps of tie Azad from the RCA Manufac- 
toring Company was demonstrated before high ranking officials of the War Depart- 
pent and the company at Ft.

Manufactured in accordance with specifications prepared in the Office of the 
Chief Signal Officer, the new sound unit is designed to provide a mobile sound system 
which will afford a maximum of reliability, ease of operation, fidelity of reproduction, 
ad sound area coverage. It is the most powerful and completely equipped unit of its 
kind in the Army today. Under normal operating conditions, the sound system is 
capable of covering an audience of at least 100,000 persons. The unit is designed to 
gford amplification of speech or music with an extremely high degree of fidelity. It 
js also equipped with an efficient radio receiver and phonograph record turn-tables, 
thus making possible the amplification of voice signals received by radio and recorded 
speech or music. In addition, the equipment is capable or recording either the voice or 
music with facilities for playing back same immediately following the recording. 





Hartford Reconditioning—The Navy Department has received an allotment of 
$100,000 from the Public Works Administration toward restoring and preserving 
the USS Hartford, the flagship of Adm. David Glasgow Farragut at Mobile Bay. 
The Hartford is now at Charleston, 8S. C. The work on the Hartford will not con- 
stitute a complete reconditioning of the whole vessel, but will be of a general nature 
for her safe preservation afloat. In general, the work will consist of examination in 
dry dock to determine the underwater parts of the vessel which have deteriorated to a 
point requiring repair or renewal. This will probably develop the necessity for the 
renewal of a considerable amount of the side planking, some framing, and renewal 
or tightening of the copper bolts securing the planking to the framing. While in dry 
dock, overhaul of the sea valves, stern tube stuffing box, and rudder will be cared for. 
It is expected there will also be a considerable amount of work in repair of the in- 
terlor fittings, foundations, bulkheads, and ceiling below the gun deck. As much 
restoration will be accomplished as is possible with the funds available. 


Marine Corps Cap Change—At Marine Corps Headquarters this week it was 
stated that the visored cap was returned as part of the Marine Corps uniform, as 
announced last week in the JourRNAL, because the garrison caps had been found to 
not give sufficient protection to the eyes, and also because the garrison caps, lacking 
leather sweat-bands, were prone to become discolored around the edges from head- 
oils seeping through the lining and cover. The regulations now provide that it is 
discretionary in the commanding officer of a unit as to which headgear his command 
will wear. The garrison cap will still be worn whenever the occasion demands. Some 
oficers at headquarters, commenting on the regulation announced last week, said 
that they believed that the garrison cap would fall into disuse except for wear when 
out of formation or on occasions when a jauntier parade appearance is desired.

Big Guns 
75 Years Ago

Instead of being cast 
solid, however, they are made with a core, and cooled from 
the interior with a current of water, upon Rodman’s princi- 
ple. It would scarcely be possible to obtain a sound casting 
of such a size, unless it were cooled in this manner. Such 
guns are certainly the largest modern cast-iron ordnance in 
the world; but as to their being the best and most destructive 
cannon for practical warfare, is not pretended.”

Increase Battleship Limit 

Announcement was made this week of 
the signature of a protocol by representa- 
tives of the United States, Great Britain 
and France raising the limitation on size 
of capital ships in the 1986 Naval Treaty 
from 35,000 to 45,000 tons. 

At the same time, however, it was de- 
clared that none of the three nations 
would lay down 45,000 ton ships during 
the current year. The British Government 
addressed a note to the other two nations 
stating that the two battleships in this 
year’s program will not exceed 40,000 
tons. France has stated previously that 
it will not go beyond 35,000 tons unless 
some European continental power does so 
first. 

The United States will not lay down 
any battleships of a tonnage greater than 
35,000, this year, according to Admiral 
William ID. Leahy, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. Admiral Leahy in a statement re- 
called that the President is empowered to 
order the construction of larger ships 
only when it becomes evident that some 
other nation is doing so. The Navy will 
ask bids on four of the six battleships au- 
thorized it by the last Congress on July 
15, with contracts to be awarded about 


Oct. 1, and construction started during | 
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this calendar year. Civilian shipyards 
will construct three of these vessels, and 
a Navy Yard will build the other, in order 
to keep to the provisions of the Vinson- 
Trammel Act which provides that a 50-50 
ratio in ship construction prevail between 
Navy and commercial yards, 

The State Department in announcing 
the protocol said: 

Following the refusal of Japan to furnish 
information with regard to its naval con- 
struction, or its plans for future construction, 
the Powers Parties to the London Naval 
Treaty of 1936—that is, the United States, 
Great Britain, and France—mutually reached 
the decision to depart from the limits of the 
Treaty in the battleship category and, on 
April 1, exchanged notes announcing their 
intention to escalate. 

Under the terms of the Treaty, the next 
step, following the formal announcement of 
intention to escalate, is consultation over a 
period of three months to determine whether 
new limits can be fixed and if so what these 
new limits will be. Accordingly, the repre- 
sentatives of the three Powers met at London 
on April 12, and at intervals thereafter, in 
order to explore the possibilities of limita- 
tion, 

All three Powers, in this consultation, took 
the ground that, in view of all the circum- 
stances, there must be a departure from the 
limits of the Treaty. The United States, wish- 
ing to maintain in effect naval limitation in- 
sofar as possible, informed the other signa- 
tory Powers of its willingness to accept a 
new limitation of 45,000 tons on size and 16 
inches in the armament of capital ships. 
When it is decided to build larger capital 
ships, these limits are, from a technical point 
of view, believed most nearly to correspond 
with the naval defense needs of the United 
States. 

The protocol signed today at London by the 
signatories to the London Treaty of 1936 
gives formal approval to the fixing of the 
new limitation to the tonnage of capital ships.

Army Officers Appointed 

The appointment of 98 new second lieu- 
tenants—37 in the Corps of Engineers 
under the law increasing that arm, and 
the remainder from among the Thomason 
Act trainees—has been announced by the 
War Department. 

Under funds allowed in the 19839 Army 
appropriation act, the promotion list 
branches of the Army are to be increased 
by 311 during the year, 61 under the Engi- 
neer Corps increase, 50 under the Thoma- 
son Act and 200 under the Air Corps in- 
crease. The Corps of Engineers received 
24 officers toward the third and last in- 
crement to its strength authorized by the 
Act of June 26, 1936 from the 1938 West 
Point class and the appointment of the 
other 37 was made from civil life this 
week, 

Sixty-one appointments were also made 
from among officers who complete a 
year’s active duty under the Thomason 
Act—50 under funds appropriated for the 
Thomason and 11 under the Air Corps 
increase. When the Air Corps appoint- 
ments are made about October 1, there- 
fore, there will be vacancies for but 189 
candidates, 

Appointment of the 122 additional offi- 
cers, effective July 1, will bring about 
a redistribution of officers and a stimula- 
tion of promotion. With 7 additional 
colonels, 10 additional lieutenant colonels 
and 30 additional majors allowed, there 
will be seven promotions to colonel, 17 to 
lieutenant colonels and 47 to major. A 
redistribution based on the Air Corps in- 
crease will not take place until the ofli- 
cers are appointed.

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Financial Digest 


Since the adjournment of Congress, the 
activities of the Federal Administration 
have been directed toward the allotments 
of hundreds of millions of dollars in order 
that pump priming and relief may pro- 
vide stimulation for business and employ- 
ment. A rising stockmarket was the re- 
sponse to Washington’s disbursements, 
with an appreciable public interest mani- 
fested. There has been also a quite gen- 
eral strength in the commodity markets 
since the first week in June. The most 
powerful influence in producing this con- 
dition has been that of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration through its 
control of, and loans to, growers of wheat, 
corn and cotton. It is not easy to predict 
the effect of the Government loan policy 
on wheat for any given time. It is antici- 
pated the loan rates which will be an- 
nounced the middle of this month will 
average close to 60 cents a bushel. But 
the establishment of such a rate does not 
necessarily mean that the price will be 
pegged at that level. Heavy oversupply 
of the grain could drive the price below 
that level as it did in the case of cotton 
last year. The domestic crop has suf- 
fered from frosts, rusts, flooding and ex- 
cessive moisture, but it is regarded as 
doubtful whether they have done more 
than offset the increase in the estimates 
that were made earlier in the growing 
season. The European drought will not 
prevent the crop on that Continent from 
exceeding that of last year. The cotton 
acreage planted this season, being sub- 
stantially less than last year, will pro- 
duce a somewhat lower yield, especially 
as there has been unseasonable weather 
and a greater than usual weevil damage. 
Corn acreage likewise was reduced, and 
while a good yield is anticipated it will be 
less than last year. In his “Fireside 
Chat” last week, the President com- 
mended the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration for cutting prices without reduc- 
ing wages. The Steel officials denied they 
had pledged their corporation not to 
lower wages. These officials, it has de- 
veloped, have for some time been con- 
sidering an ultimate reduction of prices 
and wages, and they deemed last week 
the psychological moment for their an- 
nouncement. The immediate outlook for 
a rise in operations is the best for over a 
year, as the number of small orders which 
have been accumulating in recent weeks, 
indicate that inventories in fabricator’s 
hands have been largely reduced. Proba- 
bly entering into the decision of the Steel 
officials is the fact that the Congressional- 
Executive Committee preparing for the 
investigation of monopolies and their 
practices, has let it be known that the 
Steel Corporation is the first to be put 
upon the gridiron. The President has 
been insisting upon price cuts, and the 
Corportion’s action therefore is in line 
with his desire. The fiscal year ended on 
Thursday, with the National Dept aggre- 
gating 37,125 billions and a deficit of 1,- 
860 billions. Receipts increased more 
than a billion dollars over the preceding 
fiscal year, and expenditures amounting 
to 7.6 billions, declined about 400 millions. 
It is estimated that expenditures next 
year will total 8.5 billions, while receipts 
are expected to drop to 5.5 billions. Thus 
the National Debt at the end of the new 
year will be more than 40 billions, and 
this does not take into account some 6 
billions in outstanding bonds, the prin- 
cipal and interest of which are guaran- 
teed by the Government. To meet the 





needs of the Governemnt, there is mount- 
ing talk of another tax bill during the 
winter, which, among other things, will 
stiffen income tax rates.

mission will open bids for the gale or 
charter of the American Republie Line 
and its fleet of 10 vessels, plus the three 
luxury liners that are to be placed in th 
new express service between New York 
and the East Coast of South America 
to be inaugurated about Sept. 1, 1938, | 

In issuing the call for bids, Rear 44. 
miral Emory 8. Land, USN-Ret., Chai. 
man, said: 

The Commission’s action in offering thy 
American Republics Line for sale or charte 
will affect in no way the program to esta) 
lish on or about September 1 a modern gteay 
ship service to the East Coast of South Amer 
ica with the three liners recently acquired py 
the Commission as previously announced, The 
Commission’s invitation for bids stipulate 
that the purchaser or charterer must be pre. 
pared to start this service at that time. If g 
satisfactory bids are received the Commis. 
sion will operate the service until such a tine 
as is considered propitious to again offer the 
line for sale or charter. 


In addition to the three liners, the ad. 
vertised fleet numbers 10 cargo vessels 
which the American Republics Line now 
operates between U. 8S. North Atlantic 
and ports on the East Coast of South 
America. The liners will be placed in dry. 
dock next week to be made ready for their 
new South American operation. Two of 
them, the Virginia and Pennsylvania, will 
be reconditioned in Brooklyn, and the 
third, the California, will be recondi- 
tioned at Newport News, Va. Contracts 
for this work have been awarded by th 
Commission. 

The Commission’s invitation requires 
each bidder to incorporate an application 
for an operating subsidy which will le 
granted the charterer or purchaser of the 
line. In the event of charter, this subsidy 
is to continue for the life of the charter 
party which is to run for three years with 
a provisional extension of two years, li 
the event of purchase, the subsidy is t 
run for seven years in the case of the 
three liners and for three years in the 
case of the freight ships. A condition of 
the seven-year subsidy for the liners \s 
that it may be cancelled by the Commis 
sion at the expiration of four years upd 
90 days’ notice to the operator if at that 
time the Commission shall have available 
for use in the service three vessels of the 
same type, construction of which has 
commenced in the meantime.

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Great Britain; Report of the Secre- 

etary of War.—Mr. Hore-Belisha, the 
aggressive British Secretary of War, has 
gubmitted a report (March 11, 19388) 
which contains a number of interesting 
features, Since the British Army, like our 
own, is experimenting with reorganiza- 
ti in larger units (division) and the 
allocation of duties and armament in the 
everal branches; in view of the simi- 
rity between the British and U. 8. 
armies, there are many points of coinci- 
dence, in the solution of current prob 
lems. 

gy. Strength and Organization, Regular 
lrmy. 

«from troops raised in this country 
under a voluntary system—there could 
ie mobilized in an emergency for action 
in the field over 500,000 soldiers; this 
yumber is exclusive of soldiers main 
tained by the Dominions and of the In 
dian Army. Such difficulties as confront 
Great Britain are not difficulties of man 
power, but of its correct organization and 
distribution. It was to these two prob 
lems that two great army reformers de 
voted themselves-——-Cardwell to distribu 
tion, Haldane to organization. By en 
couraging the Colonies to undertake their 
own defense, Cardwell aimed at an ar 
rangement where half the units of the 
British Army should be stationed over 
was and an interchangeable half kept 
in the United Kingdom to relieve them. 
He obtained in the process a “strategic 
reserve” of 100,000 Regulars. 

Haldane set himself the task of mould 
ing this “strategic reserve” into homo 
geneous divisions on the Continental 
model, It was found that there were 
enough for one cavalry and six infantry 
divisions. 

b. Missions of the British Army. 

The role of the British Army is known 
to comprise a number of different pur 
poses, but it is now possible to classify 
them in a relative order of importance. 

The first purpose of the Army is home 
defense. In preparing the Army for war 
the menace of air attack is a primary con 
sideration; on the outbreak of war, de 
fense against air attack may be the pri 
mary requirement. In this major respect, 
home defense is in the first category 
of importance and in a form unknown in 
1914. The priorities in home defense are, 
in their order: (1) air defense, (2) in- 
ternal security, (3) air-raid precautions 
and (4) coast defense. Two territorial 
divisions are at present employed in the 
air defense of Great Britain with a total 
of 48,000 officers and men, 76 batteries, 
ind.108 searchlight companies. 

While the duty of defending against 
ur attack is entrusted to the Territorial 
Army, an acceleration of action can come 
from the regular anti-aircraft units. 
Over 33 per cent of the Engineers are en 
kaged in cooperation with the Artillery, 
in anti-aircraft and coast defense duties ; 
is these duties are more appropriate to 
the Artillery, they are allotted to a sepa 
rate branch. The Engineers having suc 
ressfully pioneered a new service, will 
le free again to resume their more char 
acteristic functions. 

Internal security is a second duty in 
Home Defense, because of the possibility 
-— attack, in a form unknown in 
M4. There may be many ways in which 
the organized forces, Regulars and Ter 
‘itorials, can help the civil population.

The final head in the classification of 
the role of the British Army concerns 
cooperation in the defense of the terri 
tories of any allies. Lord Haldane, hav 
ing as his object the creation of an ex 
peditionary force, took the Continental 
model of a division consisting of 12 bat 
talions; this pattern has remained vir 
tually unaltered. 

¢, Divisional Organization. 

The assumptions of an unforgettable 
past are not always the surest guide to 
an unpredictable future. 

The power of the defense has increased 
since the close of the last war as any- 
one who has seen the formidable defenses 
of the Maginot Line will realize. The 
problem of holding positions is not in 
the same degree as it was a problem of 
personnel, The factors in the situation 
have altered since 1914. It must be re 
membered that support on land is not 
the only support we can offer. 

To have one stereotyped division con 
ceived for all purposes is to overlook 
the necessary preparatins for each one, 
It is not our intention to retain a fixed 
division, but one flexible for different 
objects. There will be two types of divi 
sion and variations within the types. 
One type, a motorized division, based on 
the light machine-gun, and the other, an 
Armoured Division. When used for in 
ternal security operations, such a divi 
sion may consist of six (6) battalions 
with usual service troops. When used for 
war it may consist of nine (9) battalions 
and organic artillery. These battalions 
will each possess 50 Bren guns of which 
a certain proportion will be borne in 
armoured carriers; they will, in fact, be 
light machine-gun battalions. 

d. Heavy Machine-Gun and Anti-Tank 
Unita. 

A proportion of heavy machine-gun bat 
talions, having a special aptitude for 
sustained fire, particularly in protracted 
defense, will be kept as corps troops, one 
per division. The remaining heavy ma 
chine-gun battalions can be more use 
fully converted to light machine-gun lat 
talions to form the nucleus of motorized 
divisions. The conversion is all the more 
logical because the anti-tank gun which 
used to be handled by the heavy ma 
chine-gun battalions is a weapon more 
appropriate to the divisional artillery. 
There is another devélopment in the Ar 
tillery; its fire unit in the future will be 
12 guns instead of six. With fewer per 
sonnel and more centralized control, fire 
power will be better concentrated, Small 
er divisions are easier to manage, to 
move, to supply and to transport- im 
portant considerations for a country 
which eventually may operate overseas. 

The strength of the Navy is assessed 
in ships and not in personnel, that of the 
Air Force in squadrons and not in ground 
staff; following this line of thought the 
strength of the modern Army is based, 
not on the individual, but, rather on com 
bat units which combine fire power and 
mobility. Why alone in the Army should 
heads be counted and fire power and 
mobility discounted? The number of men 
authorized in each unit the number 
needed to man and serve the weapons, 
together with the necessary elements for 
service, replacement and administration. 
Every man above this number becomes an 
additional target and a strain on the ser 
vices; the “mechanized standard” suits 
us well; for an industrial country there 
is a great advantage in organizing the 
Army that employment in it maintains as 
close a relationship as possible with a 
man’s normal avocations and interests. 

e. General Staff.

ized. A Deputy Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff now enables the Chief of 
the Imperial General Staff, undistracted 
by routine, to devote himself to the larger 
issues of strategy and policy. When so 
much instruction is to be gained from 
present events the absence of any branch 
exclusively concerned with pure military 
research is noticeable, and a small sec 
tion to study the practice and lessons of 
actual warfare will be established. 
(Canadian Defense Quarterly.) 


Italy; The New Short Rifle, Cal, 

e 7.35.-A new Italian short rifle, Cal. 

7.35 mm, has recently been developed and 
its general issue is expected. 


This rifle represents an interesting de- 
parture from an older pattern, the rifle 
Mod. 91, which has given excellent ser 
vice, in the past. The reason for its modi 
fication involved certain ballistic and 
technical points of general interest and 
tends to refute a tendency, in American 
military circles, to change the caliber of 
the present Springfield. 


In general terms, the reason for a modi 
fication of Mod. 91 can be found in the 
development of modern tactics and em 
ployment of infantry fire-arms, which 
challenges a conception of aimed rifle fire, 
beyond mid-ranges. 


Mod. 91 was based on tire tactics, at 
all ranges, as practically the only of 
fensive possibility of infantry. Modern 
automatic fire-arms, however, have long 
taken over fire missions at long ranges 
and the individual rifleman is now pri 
marily concerned with aimed fire; the 
Mod. 91 possessed an excessive range 
which is no longer needed; its bulk and 
weight, in ammunition and general de 
sign was considered high. 


The specifications for a modified model 

were stated as follows: 

improvement of the ballistic qual 
ities of the "91 rifle, up to a range of 400 
HOO meters. Reduction of its weight, re 
duction of the weight of its projectile, 
increasing however its caliber from 6.5 
mm to 7.5 or 8 mm. 

retaining the advantages of the ‘91 
rifle: robustness, simplicity, easy as 
sembling and stripping, safety and con 
tinuity of fire, easy replacement of parts. 

reduction to a minimum of the work 
necessary for the transformation of the 
rifle. 

lightening of the bayonet, which 
should be permanently attached to the 
rifle, folding along the barrel. 

the ammunition of this new rifle to 
be suitable for use also in the Breda 30 
automatic rifle, by simply changing the 
barrel of the latter, without any mechan 


ical modification and without affecting 
the ballistic characteristics, within the 
useful ranges. 

An interesting question was raised, 


bearing on standard, uniform ammuni 
tion calibers; the Italians employ a M. 
Gun of 8 mm calibers; it would appear 
desirable to conform the new rifle to this 
size. 

it was found that no decrease 
if the bullet was possible, with

an S mm caliber, without seriously af 
fecting the ballistie characteristics of the 
arm. Finally, it was not intended to de 


velop a new rifle but rather to modify 
the existing model; a change in caliber 
would have necessitated a change in the 
design of the chamber ; it would also have 
become necessary to rebuild the barrel 
which, in the present solution, was mere 
ly rebored and re-rifled. 

The old worn-out barrels, Cal. 6.5, were 
rebored to a caliber 7.85; the grooves of 
the rifle were retained at normal depth 


(15/100 mm, and since the maximum 
diameter of the bullet was 7.65, the neces- 
sary propulsion was obtained; the bullet 
was stream-lined, in order to fit the 
chamber as well as the present 6.5 mm 
cartridge clip; generally speaking, a 
transformation was made possible with- 
out major changes in the mechanism of 
the 91 rifle. It was found that the tra- 
jectory of the modified rifle was flatter 
than the 91; consequently, the leaf sight 
was climinated in favor of a far more 
simple, fixed rear-sight, at a range of 
300 mm; it is obvious that this simple 
sight will simplify training in marksman 
ship and increase the rate of aimed fire.

The new Italian short rifle, Cal. 7.35 
mm may be considered as a clever solu- 
tion in modernizing the "91 rifle; in re- 
capitulation, the new design has accom- 
plished the following improvements, viz. : 


1-- Weight and bulk of the rifle were sub- 
stantially reduced. 

2—Reduction in weight of cartridge, re- 
sulting in less total weight to be car- 
ried by the soldier (or an increase in 
amounts of ammunition carried indi- 
vidually).
